The eclipse wilt~ begin ‘at °8 o'clock. 
Darkness will gradually spread over tie 
face’ of the’ sun until 9;11, when the 
sun’é light will be completely blotted 
out.

messed, will continue for half a minute. 
Then the moon will gradually move out 
from between the earth and the sun. 
The eclipse will slowly diminish until,

Any -rag ‘of cloud that might. wander 
in front of the eclipse would be enough 
to spoil the sight. On Sept. 10 of last 
year the spectacle was killed in South- 
ern California by a few vagrant clouds 
in an otherwise clear sky:

. SACRIFICES AND DEBTS. ; 

‘It is impossible not to, sympathize 
with the French point of view about 
the war debts as expressed in the 
French Chamber by M. Marin. In 


», the French mind, the fact that France 
“Was the battleground of the war, and 


that her losses in man power were so 
enormous, outweighs all other sgonsid- 
erations. Frenchmen feel that they 
held back the German hordes while 
America was preparing to enter the 
fighting. line, and that the money ad- 
was 
spent for munitions of war. used in 
- the common defense. That they re- 
sent bitterly the suggestion that they 
must now pay us for supplies which 
they used because we ‘were unpre- 
pared is clear when. some of their 
. Spokesmen go so..far.aa to maintain 
“that they are entitled to a rebate for 
every French life snuffed out during 
that period. Only savage irony could 
think of placing the matter on such a 
ground. 

At the opposite pole are our own 
“ red-centers."’ They get up in Con- 
gress to demand the last pound of 
flesh immediately. Theirs is a policy 
which, if put into effect, might well 
cost us more in prestige and friendship 
than the scant monetary satisfaction 
which we might be able to derive. 
Between the two sets of extremists, 
French as well as American, .the 
world is getting a picture of the United 
States .as a ‘buzzard. That this is 
wholly unjust is plain to any one who 
considers the actual policy which our 
Government has consistently followed 
of: ‘making full’ allowances for the 
needs and abilities of. our creditors. 
But because we have refused to accept 
the contention that we should shoulder 
the’entire burden of war debts, we are 
denounced as selfish and utterly un- 
reasonable.

The‘treaty of reciprocity with Can- 
ada of seventy years ago was said to 
have been ‘‘ floated through on cham- 
pagne "’.at Washington.

‘Thus 
his cagt in the performance of German 
opera. is almost exclusively represented 
by a German cast, and naturally he fol- 
lows the same principle with regard to 
Italian operas, contending that a trans- 
lation never equals the original. While 
this holds good with reference to litera- 
ture, it doesn’t hold good with regard to 
music, 

Music‘is the Esperanto of all nations. 
A Russian peasant versed in music will 
Tead the same music as is read in Italy 
or in any other country. That being. the 
case, it is no longer a question of music 
closing the doors to American singers. 
The fact is ths! Mr. Hackett is as fine 
a tenor as may: ‘be heard, and Miss 
Sophie Breslau is a fine contralto. Why 
don’t those -few Americans who have 
made immense progress in the. operatic 
ffeld sing in the opera today? Our 
Italian friends never leave the institu- 
tion. The Amierican aptitide for prog- 
ress is equal to that of any other na- 
tionality, but if there is opposition at 
the very thréshold of ambition there 
cannot be progress.

Shadow Bands in Solar Eclipses. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A. great tieal has been written about the 
stiadow bands generally seen just before and 
just ‘after the phase of totality in solar 
eclipses. They certainly are very impressive 
and only mysterious,.as they are often called, 
because ‘unexplained. A plausible explana- 
tion, however, does not seem far to seck, 

Suppose that we could take an instantan- 
eous photograph of a surface illuminated by_ 
a single star. This sustace would show an 
{irregular illumination due to variations in 
the atmosphere not remote from the surface, 
which might be, described as reticulated. 
Perhaps the. illumination of a wall front a 
small source.of light, such as an electric arc 
light through a window of ordinary glass, 
would yiela’ a fair mental picture of what 
might be produced, If the ‘star should be
